Burgess C. A. Heiges, who pre-

ENGLAND GIVEN 
425 MILLION IN 
NEW LEASE BILL 


Washington, July 22 (AP)—The 


Federal Loan Agency announced to- 
day a $425,000,000 loan to Great 
Britain, against an estimated $500,- 
000,000 worth of collateral, to help 
the British pay for war supplies 
ordered in the United States prior 
to enactment of the Lend-Lease 
program. 


The loan was authorized by the 


Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
with the 
approval of President 


Roosevelt and at the request of 
Jesse Jones, federal loan administra- 
tor, the agency said in a statement. 


The deal was arranged, the state- 


ment explained, "for the purpose 
of providing the British with dollar 
exchange without having to sell 
their securities and investments at 
forced sale." 


3 Per Cent Interest 


Funds to the total of $425.000,000 


will be paid out to the British at 
the rate of approximately $100,000,- 
000 a month, under terms of the 
deal, and th loan, bearing interest at 
3 per cent annually will mature in 
15 years. It may then be extended 
for five years provided two-thirds of 
the principal has been repaid. 


Interest and dividends from the 


collateral securities to be pledged to 
the RFC, however, plus earnings 
assigned to it from United States 
branches of 41 British insurance

Washington. July 22 (AP) — Ob- 


viously delighted at the oenate's ap- 
proval of a far-reaching property

Roosevelt to extend the military 
service period of selectees. National 
Guardsmen and Army reserves. 


After a ttunultous session, the 


property seizure measure was ap- 
proved on a voice vote late yester- 
day just as it came from the Sen- 
ate Military Committee. 


Still to be considered by the 


House where the Military Affairs 
Committee arranged' to take it up 
today, the bill would permit the 
President to take over in the inter- 
est of national defense both mili- 
tary and naval articles and the 
machinery, tools and materials for 
their manufacture. , 


Free-for-all Debate 


But no property could be seized 


until the chief executive had ex- 
hausted other means of obtaining 
it, and owners would have to be 
paid fair compensation. 


Free-for-all debate on the Prop- 


erty Bill began immediately after 
Senate and House clerks had read 
President Roosevelt's message urg- 
ing Congress to "acknowledge this 
national emergency" and continue 
in service the Army personnel now 
scheduled to serve only one year. 


Declaring that danger to this 


country was "infinitely 
greater" 


than when the draft law was enact- 
ed a year ago, Mr. Roosevelt asked 
that the emergency be recognized 
"either for a specific period or until 
revocation by the Congress or the 
President." 


Extend Service 


A formal declaration of emer- 


gency by Congress would automa- 
tically empower the President to 
order selectees, Guardsmen and re- 
servists to remain in service indefi- 
nitely. 
Senate leaders indicated, 


however, that instead of a general 
emergency resolution they would 
favor a simple resolution stating 
that the national interest was im- 
periled and specifically permitting 
extension of the service period. 


On the House side, soon after the 


President's message was received, 
Chairman May (D-Ky.) of the 
Military Committee introduced one 
resolution providing for retaining 
the men in service and another to j 
remove the present Selective Service 
Act provision — a provision opposed 
by Mr. Roosevelt — limiting to 900.- 
000 the number of selectees who may 
be inducted in any one year.

liquid fuel on shipboard because It 
permits better use of bunker space. 
The coal-oil mixture can be stored 
under a water seal, thus reducing 
fire risks, and In event of fire, ex- 
tinguishing by water Is possible. 


Has Many Uses 


To make the liquid, bituminous 


coal Is treated with acids. These ex- 
tract what chemists sometimes call 
the coal substance, which is a com- 
plex mixture of hundreds of chem- 
icals. The extraction gets rid of 
mineral matter and ash. In final 
form the coal substance is dissolved 
in furfural, an inexpensive chem- 
ical 
available 
from agricultural 


wastes such as oat hulls, corn cobs, 
and bran. 


Other commercial possibilities are 


use of the liquid 'coal in making 
resins and plastics. Dr. Fuchs has 
an idea that the liquid may be used 
to cheapen the now somewhat ex- 
pensive methods of making gasoline 
from coal. This possibility lies in 
the hydrogenation process which 
adds hydrogen to coal, under very 
high pressures and great heat. High 
pressures are expensive. Low pres- 
sures appear possible with the liquid 
coal.
